CO-OPS. OWE GOVERNMENT 

At the present time, co-operative 
societies and pools are in debt to the 
government t<5 the tune of $2,187,462- 
62, according o the annual report of 
thc\ Alberta Co-operative Societies, 
tabled in the legislature. The Cal¬ 
gary and District Dairy Pool owb the 
government, $112,450; Northern Al¬ 
berta Dairy Pool, $183,397.68; Wc- 
taskiwin Dairy Pool, $2,650; Southern 
Alberta Dairy Pool $72,400; and Cen¬ 
tral Alberta Dairy Producers $38,572. 

The report of the societies showed 
that at the end of 1929 a total of $978 
715.62 had been loaned to co-opera¬ 
tive societies throughout the province 
during the year. In adidtion to this 
amount, there was a balance outstand 
ing at the end of 1928 of $834,811.18, 
bringing the total indebtedness of 
the co-operative societies at the end 
of $1829 to $1,812,986.80.- 

Of this amount, , $729,996.86 has 
since been repaid, leaying the unpaid 
balance on January 1, 1930, at $1,0^2- 
992.94.

A? soon as the children 
are able to understand, instil into 
them the necessities for caution— 
which you know, if you do not prac¬ 
tice—in the street. 

Tfell them never to dash into the 
road from behind a stationary vehi¬ 
cle; never to throw things at a pass¬ 
ing car; to cross the road if possible 
where there are stop and go lights, or 
a policeman on duty, and last but not 
least, not to try and steal a ride be¬ 
hind some truck.

Would be $1,500,000 

Preimer Brownlee has estimated 
that the province’s^net liability in the 
Wheat Pool guarantee woyld not be 
more than $1,500,000, even if wheat 
dropped to 90 cents a bushel. The Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool has liquid reserves 
in the neighborhood of $2,500,000. 

The price of wheat will have to go 
considerably under one dollar-a bush¬ 
el before the provinces will suffer any 
loss on the guarantee. 

The pool assets are not entirely liq¬ 
uid, but experience has shown that 
country and terminal elevators can 
be 'liquidated to about 60 per cent of 
their value.

POOLBACKED 

Three Prairie Governments Give 
Guarantee 

The bills introduced in the Legisla¬ 
ture of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta respecting Wheat Pool guar¬ 
antees provide as follows: 

1. The Lieutenant-Govemor-in- 
Council is given power to make guar¬ 
antees to each of the seven banks, 
known as the lending banks of the 
Pobl. 

2. The Government is granted 
power to pay to the banks sums 
which may be payable as a resqlt of 
the agreement. 

3. The Government is given pow¬ 
er to accept security from the Wheat 
Pool for any loss the Government 
might sustain under any guarantee 
given. • 

4. The guarantee provides that 
the banks will not force sale of Pool 
wheat in order to maintain the secur¬ 
ity held at 16 per cent, over the loans 
made to the Pool, which now they 
have the right to do. 

6. The Lieutenant-Goverriwr-4 *-1 
Council may authorize the provincial I 
treasurer to take and accept from the 
Wheat Pool such security for repay¬ 
ment of any loss that may arise un¬ 
der any guarantee given. 

The Government’s guarantee is for 
advances made heretofore or hereaf¬ 
ter until August 1, 1930—in other j 
words, advances that have already 
been made or which may be made un¬ 
til the end of the crop year. No guar¬ 
antee is made for advances after that 
time. w.
